What Seven Women Have Done. 


— 
[Chicago Tribune Editorial. ] 
A recent English book, ‘“‘Facta, non 
Verba,” contains the history of the phi- 
lanthropic labors of seven English wo- 
men. It is full of interest, not only for 
its facts, but for its inferences. Believ- 
crs and disbelievers in the enfranchive- 
ment of women: can draw arguments 
from it. It will delight the former b 
proving—to their satisfaction at least 
that women can plan and execute as well 
ns men. It will convince the latter that 
the proper ficld for feminine energy is 
philapturopy,  paliics. Tue Ath- 
enacum says: “If the volume docs noth- 
ing else, it at any rate gives us a new no- 
tion of how much there ts for women to 
(lo, and how much a woman enn do i 
she is in earnest about ker work.” 
Miss Rye began her efforts a few years 
iva, She had a capital of 4750. Its 
lusting capacity has been as miraculoys 
ag that of the “Widow Cruse’s Oil.“ She 
has helped one hundred and seventy-cight 
governesses to emigrate to the British col- 
onies, Where they all, mainly through her 
efforts, found employment. She has put 
1.500 Kaglish women into good places as 
domestics in Australia and New Zealand. 
She has personally taken to Canada and 
placed in respectable families 1.200 chil- 
dren of the London streets. Nine-tenths 
Of them are girls, ‘‘who, but for their 
benefactress’ efforts, were condemned 
inevitably to a life of the lowest degrada- 
tion.” 
Miss Macpherson has done the same 
good work for 1,800 children. 
Miss Chandler decided, some years 
since, to found a charity forthe paralyzed. 
There was then no such thine in London. 
She bevan by taking care of a poor par- 
alyzed carpenter. As fast as she could, 
she assumed Charge of more paralyties, 
one by one, She has now opened a hos- 


pital for paralysis and epilepsy, 
in Queen’s square, London. It ‘is 
not excelled by any of the same 
sort in the world. She has also 
extublished u convalescent hospital, 
Which is doing erent good. 


She as, moreover, secured the cndow- 
ment of forty-eight permanent unnni— 
ties for incurable paralyties and epilep- 
ties. She is now collecting n large 
amount of money to be applied in this 
une Way, 

Miss Gilbert, a blind lady opened a 

blind-sechoolin a Holborn cellar, for which 
she paid eighteen pence a week. She has 
now a thousand pupils, whom she has 
taught to support themselves. They 
maintain the institution that gives them a 
home, an cducation and an occupation. 
lis maintenance costs £8,000 a year. This 
work of a poor blind woman may fairly be 
compared with any of the marvels history 
records as wrought by blind men. We 
audinire the siglitless King of Bohemia, 
With his blazoned motto, ‘toh Dien,“ for 
his dauntless ride to death on the battle- 
field of Creey; but here is u bline woman 
Who puts that motto into practice, and 
siVes life instead of destroying it. 
Mrs. Hilton has built up a day-nursery 
at Ratclitfe. It is one of the best of its 
Kind, and has served as a model for many, 
Miss Cooper has opened and managed a 
combined club, reading-room, and lecture 
course for costermongers. Miss Whately 
has organized great schools for Mohame- 
dan children at Cairo. The author closes 
his account of the work these seven wo- 
men have done in these words; “It may 
be sald that there are many others who 
would have furnished me with good types 
of the philanthropic English woman, 
quite equal in the marnitude of their la— 
hors to those T have mentioned, but those 
whom I wish to take as my types are 
those who have had to fight their way up 
against difficuties, frequently themselves 
in restricted circumstances, and nut those 
Whose position and wealth render philan- 
thropie efforts less onerous,” 

These great works are the fruit of pure- 
ly feminine effort. They have been 
planned by women and wrought by wo- 
men. ‘Phe author of Facta, non Verba” 
considers them asa proof that women can 
do better by themselves, unfettered by 
conventual rule, than when organized in 
masses. Lt is, he says, a simple rule-of- 
three sum. If Miss Rye and Miss Mae— 
pherson have cared for 3,000 children, 
fifty Women ought to care for 5,000. 
What sisterhood, fifty strong, has done 
so? The economy of the good work is 
another strong point. If the London 
charities which are supported by taxation 
were managed as well, the tax-payers 
of the city would save £500,000 
early. The fact is of | imoment 
here, in view of the damaging disclosures 
dames Gordon Bennett has made in re 
gard to the charitable organizations of 
the East. Some of them pay three dol- 
lars in salaries for every dollar spent in 
their nominal work. There is a Bible 
socicty in Virginia which is said te spend 
nine dollars in order to induce its self 
denying agents to buy and distribute one 
dollar's worth of Bibles. 

There are few men who would be di- 
posed, save for fear of establishing a pre- 
cedent{that might be abused, to deny the 
suifrage to the seven women whose work 
we have here outlined. There are few 
who would wish to deny it to a feminine 
lawyer who has gained a suit for them, 
or u feminine doctor who had cured their 
Wives When masculine skill had proved 
vain.

is to be gained hy fireta, not eerbu—deeds, 
not words.

There are in Baltimore 214 churches of 
all denominations, of which 85 represent 
the different Methodisms, 33 are Episg-o- 
17 25 Roman Cutholic, 17 are Lutheran, 
11 Baptist, 9 Jewish, 7 United Brethren, 
5 Refarmed, 3 Friends, 2 Swedenborgian, 
afd the Congregationalists, Campbeliites, 
Unitartins and Universalists have one 
each. 


There are in New York city five classes 
of bishops, each of whom exercise au- 
thority as such—Roman Catholic, Pro- 
testant Episcopal, Methodist Episcopal, 
Reformed Episcopal, and Moravian; 
while Boston has an additional variety in 
a Syrian Bishop, whose orders are not 
denied by students in canon law, and who 
is said to offer to bestow regular succes- 
sien upon the Congregational preachers 
of Massachusetts.

When, 
afew weeks ago, they ex:mined into the 
state of the funds, they were astonished 
to finda large sum oof money missing, 
and summoned oruari to their presence. 
Ile confessed that he had speculated 
with somd of the money and had bought 
un hotel in the Vin Frattina, which he 
hoped to rent out in sucha way as to 
enable him to soon pay back the money 
he had taken. On the further examina 
tion it Was discovered that the large 
amount of 135,000 frances was gone, and 
in consequence the prelates said that al 
though they would in their charity grant 
au certain time to Fornari to enable him 
to refund what he had taken, they must 
remove him from his responsible position. 
Instead of endeavoring to repair the mis- 
chief he had done, Fornari's courage gave 
way, and he killed himself, and so all the 
world knows what otherwise would have 
been kept secret. 

A gentleman connected with Grace

is it not likely that they are well supplied: 

The Manchester spinners have in stock 
231,000 bales, compared with 157,000 last 
year and 207,000 the year before. The 
total amount of American cotton now in 
sicht, outside of the different mills of the 
world, is 1,600,000 bales, compared with 
1,320,000 same time last year and 950,000 
same time year before; and asthe extreme 
total spinning power of the world, for 
American cotton, is not over 80,000 bales 
per week, the above amount is a supply 
for tive months, or until the first day of 
November, and then leave the mills as 
well supplied as they are now. 

Leaving for stock on hand in the differ- 
ent markets of the world the receipts of 
the new crop for two months, which 
amount is not likely to be over 500,000 
bales this year, as we know the crop is 
late. We know this review will not be

EXCURSION TO THE INDIAN 
NATION. 


|-A Delightful Country and Beautiful 
Scenery. 


The Modocs of Lava-Bed Fame—The 
Cumberland Presbyterians— 
Doings of the General 
Assembly. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., May 29th, 1874. 

Col. J. R. Wallace:—I seat myself this 
morning to give you a brief description of 
our excursion to the Indian Nation. The 
Superintendent of the A. & P. Railroad 
having proposed a free ride to the mem- 
bers and visitors of the General Assem- 
bly, the generous proposition being ac- 
cepted, we left Springfield on yesterday 
morning, at 6 o'clock, and were soon 
speeding our way over the plains of 

THE MOST DELIGHTFUL COUNTRY 


that has ever been our pleasure to look 
upon. Vast fields of ripening grain 
spread out before us. I never saw wheat 
in such quantities and so promising. It 
will yield from thirty to forty bushels per 
acre. The country in Southwest Missouri 
is diversified with prairie woodland and 
some slight elevations, with table lands, 
which makes it one of the most desirable 
countries on the continent. The scenery 
is sufficiently diversified to break up the 
monotony. It is a great agricultural 
country, and the mineral resources are 
inexhaustible, and is interspersed with 
beautiful streams. As we passed along 
we gazed with admiration and delight 
upon this rapidly growing country. 
When we entered the Nation, the natural 
scenery was if possible still more beauti- 
ful. No fields of waving wheat or ripen- 
ing grain in all that country that we 
could see, yet to look over those 
vast prairies and plains spread out 
before us like u Sea of roses, 
one could hardly realize but what he was 
in the midst of a highly cultivated gar- 
den, for this is the time of flowers. Our 
good conductor stopped the train for us, 
and we all got out to gather flowers. 
What a delightful sight, to see four hun- 
dred men and ladies emerge from the 
train and scatter all over the plain 
IN SEARCH OF FLOWERS. 


There were men from all parts of the 
nation, from Pennsylvania in the East, to 
Oregon and California in the West, and 
Georgia, Mississippi, Alabama and Texas 
South. Here the extremes all met to- 
gether and all on the plains, in the Indian 
Nation in the same crowd, and alike en- 
joying the pleasure of the same excursion. 
About 12 o’clock we arrived at Venectu, 
about forty miles from the State line. Here 
we took refreshments. This is a small 
town of two or three hundred inhabi- 
tants—mostly Indians. On our return 
we were met by 

THE ‘*MODOCs.”’ 

They occupy near the State line. They 
were all dressed in their uniform, equip- 
xed with their bows and arrows, but not 
in the attitude of fight, as when they were 
in the lava beds of California, led on by 
Captain Jack, but were friendly, and 
had brought their bows and arrows, 
With many other little tricks, to 
trade on It was quite amusing to see our 
preachers amuse themselves with the 
Modoc implements of warfare. I did 
not purchase one, for I thought it of 
doubtful propriety to carry a bow and 
arrow of the Modoc tribe into the city 
of Atlanta, lest I should be regarded as 
having a belligerent intention. I did, 
however, purchase a nice little reticule 
from the wife of their chief. She 
seemed to be quite intelligent and 
could speak our language — readily. 
When we looked upon their sturdy forms 
and faces we couldn’t help but feel a de- 
gree of high regard for those noble war- 
riors that had displayed such courage in 
the lava beds, though -treacherous and 
deserving of punishment, yet they 
were brave. They number in all about 
forty. After amusing ourselves with the 
Modocs for half hour, ‘‘all aboard,” some 
of them got on with usand came to the next 
station. From the State line to Spring- 
field it is about one hundred miles. We 
arrived just as the sun was setting, not 
only well satisfied, but delighted with 
our trip. When we leave here we will 
go with those recollections embalmed 
upon our hearts believing that we have 
secn the greatest country in the world, 
and that we have been entertained by the 
kindest and warmest-hearted people in 
the world. 

We wl adjourn to-day. All the im- 
portant business has been dispatched. 
The question of

The transac- 
tions of the Assembly were harmonious 
through, not the least manifestations of 
anger in all the debates, but brotherly 
love and kindness characterized the 
whole proceedings. The only ques- 
tion of dispute among the delegates was 
as to who had the best quarters, each 
Claiming that his boarding house was the 
best, so we agreed to let cach one say 
what he pleased, but reserved the right 
to our own private opinion. The truth 
is, the people of Springfield can't be ex- 
celled for hospitality, generosity and 
brotherly kindness. o all wishing to 
change their locality, and live among a 
generous and noble people, and have the 
advantages of the best climate, soil, etc., 
in America, we say go to Southwest 
Missouri, and be sure to stop at Spring- 
fiel.

The weapon was discharged 
twice while Mrs. Bond held the barrel, 
but doing no damage. Young Bond re- 
turned with a club, and broke the bur- 
glar’s right arm with a blow. The —— 
dropped to the floor. Mrs. Bond picked 
it up with the intention of shooting the 
burglar, but before she could use it her 
son had knocked him senseless to the 
floor with two heavy blows on the head. 

All of the Bonds were badly injured- 
The farmer was terribly beaten about the 
head and face. The pistol ball had made 
an ugly flesh wound in his arm, and his 
body was bruised by the fall down stairs. 
Mrs. Bond hod a long, deep cut over her 
left eye, where the burglar had struck 
her. Iler son’s were confined to the pis- 
tol shot in the groin. The ball entered 
near the hip — and was imbedded in 
the flesh. They were all covered with 
blood, as were the walls and floor in the 
hall. 

A MIDNIGHT RIDE FOR HELP. 


Mrs. Bond attended temporarily to the 
wants of her husband and son. She then 
bound the senseless burglar so he could 
not escape if he came to. Mounting a 
horse, she started as fast as it it could 
curry her for this place. Arriving here 
she aroused Dr. Billogs and Constable 
Watts, she started them both for her 
house. In an hour and a quarter after 
leaving home she arrived back there, and 
was soon followed by the doctor and the 
constable. Mr. Bond and his son were 
found to be suffering severely from their 
wounds, but their injuries were pro- 
nounced not dangerous. The ball was 
extracted from young Bond's wound with 
little difficulty. 

The burglar was found dangerously 
wounded. The fall down the stairs had 
broken three of his ribs. The blows 
from the club, besides breaking his right 
arm, had fractured his skull in two 
places. Ile was also badly cut and 
bruised. The ropes with which Mrs. 
Bond had tied him were removed, and 
he was placed on a bed. He suffered in- 
tensely. Dr. Billings gave him every 
care, and in an hour or two he felt easier, 
and gave an account of himself. 

THE BURGLAR’S 8TORY. 

He was one of a gang of three pro- 
fessional burglars from Philadelphia. His 
name is George Myers. His comrades 
were Juke Schell and Wilson Fry. They 
traveled through the country disguised as 
umbrella — and peddlars. Their 
plan of operation was to enter a town 
and work“ it thoroughly. They always 
got information of places where good 
hauls could be made. In Milton 
they learned that farmer Bond 
had received a day or two before 
the attempted burglary a large sum 
of money, the proceeds of a sale of 
cattle. They determined to make an 
effort to obtain it. From various parties 
they had received a good idea’ of the in- 
terior of the house, the habits of the in- 
mates, ete. Fry unlocked the front door 
with a false key. Myers was to search 
the upper part of the house, while his 
companions were to take the lower part. 
When the noise up stairs warned the 
latter that Myers was discovered they 
fled, leaving him in the lurch. Myers 
said it was his intention to kill all three 
of the Bonds at the foot of the stairs, and 
he would have done so but for the young 
man knocking him down with the club. 
On Myers’ person was found a pocket- 
book belonging to Mr. Bond, containing 
$500. This had been taken from his 
pantaloons before the burglar was dis- 
covered. 

THE PRISONER RESCUED. 

Dr. Billings deciding that it would be 
fatal to Myers to take him to jail, the 
constable concluded to leave a man to 
guard and attend to him until he could 
he removed. A man named Fitch was 
given charge of the wounded burglar. 
On Monday night he was aroused from a 
nap by a knock at the door.

The agricultur of no country in Eu— 
opm has made rreater progress in the 
past five years than that of Tungary.

Produce is bartered rather 
than sold, for money ts rare, and potatoes 
tire the national diet. Tobacco is a favor— 
ite crop. Hungary is next to France in 
producing wines, Tokay being the favor- 
ite, of which they are sixty varieties; it 
thse is famous for its forests, especially 
the vak, and is rich in honey and wax. It 
contains millions of horses, horned cattle, 
sheep, asses,"vouts, and nearly a million 
of bee-hives.
